MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH’S  ANNUAL  REPORT,  1922. 


Mu.  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

I am  very  pleased  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  district  during  the  year  has  been  most 
excellent.  The  Death  Rate  is  lo^v,  the  Infantile  Mortalit}^  exceptionally  low,  and  the  number  of 
Infectious  Diseases  notified  very  small  in  comparison  with  preceding  years.  The  entire  absence  of 
Diphtheria  and  Typhoid  Fev'er,  and  the  small  number  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases  notified,  considering  its 
23revalence  in  the  CounD',  are  noteworthy.  Having  received  from  Dr.  T.  Eustace  Hill,  the  County 
Medical  Officer,  a communication  relative  to  the  outbreak  of  Small  Pox  throughout  England  and  Wales, 
and  of  several  cases  in  our  own  County.  I informed  my  Council  of  the  fact  and  the  desirability  of 
having  suitable  accommodation  in  the  event  of  any  cases  arising  in  the  District.  I am  pleased  to  state 
that  my  Council  thoroughly  rose  to  the  occasion,  and  have  made  suitable  arrangements  with  the 
Startforth  Rural  District  Council,  to  the  effect  that  all  Small  Pox  cases  occurring  in  both  districts  be 
treated  in  their  Hospital  and  other  Infectious  cases  in  the  Barnard  Castle  Rural  District  Hospital ; and 
I,  being  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Medical  Superintendent  for  both  Districts  and  Hospitals,  makes 
the  scheme  ijracticable  and  obviates  the  necessity  of  constructing  a new  hospital.  Shortage  of  houses 
is  still  very  keenly  felt,  there  being  numbers  of  unfit  dwellings  occupied  ; overcrowding  in  others, 
and  a want  of  suitable  accommodation  for  the  housing  of  the  poorer  classes  in  Cockfield  especially. 
The  only  remedy — if  building  new  houses  by  public  or  private  enterprise  cannot  be  carried  out — 
is  for  the  Council  to  insist  upon  improvements  and  repairs  to  properties,  in  order  that  they  can  be 
made  habitable.  A new  Act,  The  Milk  and  Dairies  (Amendment)  Act  has  come  into  force  during  the 
year,  and  gives  additional  pow’ers  to  the  Council  for  safeguarding  the  production,  distribution  and 
sale  of  milk.  It  will  prove  of  great  assistance  towards  ensuring  a pure  milk  supply.  The  Barnard 
Castle  Urban  District’s  Refuse  and  Rubbish  Tip  at  Staintnn  Bank  in  our  district  and  adjacent  to  the 
main  road  between  Staindrop  and  Barnard  Castle,  is  proving  an  objectionable  sight  to  passers  by  ; 
besides  paper  from  it  flying  across  the  road,  may  endanger  the  lives  of  persons  on  horseback  and  horse- 
transport.  My  Council  have  communicated  with  them  in  the  matter,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  steps 
may  be  taken  to  have  it  closed.  Before  concluding  the  preliminary  remarks  I should  like  to  state  that 
a considerable  decline  in  Birth  Rate  has  occurred.

TUBERCULOSIS  NOTIFICATION. — The  Notification  of  Tuberculosis  by  Practitioners  might 
be  more  satisfactory.  As  seen  from  theal.)ove  table  out  of  theeleven  deaths  only  eight  were  reported.  I have 
intervieAved  the  Practitioners  who  failed  to  notify,  and  find  that  their  difficulty  arose  thi-ongli  cases 
which  came  under  their  care  from  other  Practitioners,  and  whom  they  thouglit  had  already  been  notified. 

WATER  SUPPLY. — The  Parishes  of  Cockfield,  Woodland,  ^liddleton  and  Newbiggin  each 
liave  a separate  water  supply,  the  water  being  supplied  by  gravitation  from  springs.  In  connection 
with  the  su])j)ly  to  Cockfield,  hydraulic  rams  are  employed  to  pump  one  spring  to  the  service 
reservoir.  Egglestoue  village  is  supplied  by  spring  water  from  public  taps  connected  to  water  mains. 
'Pile  supply  at  Hill  'I'oj)  was  found  to  l)e  contaminated  in  transit  from  its  source  through  faulty  pipes. 
New  pipes  were  laid  and  the  water  is  now  satisfactory.  Gainford,  lieadlam,  Langton,  Staindrop, 
Winston,  Newsham  and  South  Cleatlam  villages  are  supplied  from  theTees  Valley  Water  Board’s  main, 
with  the  exception  of  a few  houses  sitiiated  within  a reasonable  distance  of  well  Avater.  The  Tees 
Valley  Waterworks  supjdy  is  constant.  In  Ingleton  village  the  Avater  sujAply,  oAviug  to  the  public 
Avells  being  condemned,  is  under  investigation.  All  other  Aullages  not  named  are  supplied  from  Avells 
with  pumps  attached,  and  in  U]Aper  ’leesdale  most  of  the  houses  are  SAipplied  Avith  spring  AAuater 
conveyed  in  pipes  from  the  bill-sides. 

RIVERS  AND  S'l’lIEAlMS. — All  riA’-ers  and  streams  are  pure  and  free  from  pollution. 

DR.MNAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. — Middleton,  Egglestoue,  Staindrop,  Cockfield,  Ingleton, 
Gaini'ord,  Wiusttm,  Whorlton  ami  SoAith  Cleatlam  villages  have  good  efficient  systems  of  seAAmrage 
and  seAvage  disposal  Avorks. 

SCAVENGING. — ScaA'enging  is  undertaken  at  Cockfield  and  Staindrop  by  the  Council.  The 
work  is  let  to  contractors  and  is  fairly  satisfactory.  In  other  villages  the  householders  are  responsible 
for  the  ]-egular  removal  and  disposal  of  excrement,  and  as  the  conditions  of  the  privies  and  closets  are 
under  the  periodical  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  they  are  not  alloAA'ed  to  become  offensive. 

SCHGGLS. — 'I'he  sanitary  condition  and  Avater  supply  of  the  different  schools  Avere  fairly 
satisfactory.  Children  found  suffering  from  Infectious  Disease,  being  unclean  or  verminous,  are 
excluded  from  scliool,  and  where  Infectious  Disease.s  are  widely  preA’alent  the  schools  in  the  infected 
area  are  recommended  for  ('Insure.  (bdv  one  school  aa'Us  closed  oAving  to  Whooping  Cough  in  the 
village  of  Egglestoue. 

ISOLA'ITON  IIOSRIT.XL  axd  DISINFECTION. — Fifteen  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  AA-ere  admitted 
to  ihe  Hos])ital.  'I'he  houses  from  Avhicli  these  cases  AA'ere  admitted  A\'ere  thoroughly  disinfected,  and 
on  discharge  from  Hospital  their  clothing  Avas  treated  likcAvise.  'hhere  Avere  no  return  cases  admitted. 

WORKSHOPS  AND  WORKPLACES. — The  adminstration  of  the  Factory  and  Workshops 
Act,  1901,  in  all  Avorkshops  and  AA'orkplaces  is  satisfactory.
